The communication filed on August 1, 1997 is non-responsive to the prior Office action because it 
fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.121(b). The following changes have been made without notation: In 

claim 9 line 2 "claim 1" has been added; in line 2 after tin "in" has been deleted; after line 4 of the 
amended claim "claim 1" has been deleted. In claim 15 line 5 the maximum range of Ge has been changed 
from 25 to 15. In line 1 of claims 17-18, and 20 the deleted semicolons should be commas. Further, the 
word "(amended)" should appear after the rewritten claims 17-20. (Further, although not objectionable by 
the rules, it is noted that ", by weight percent" has not been deleted in claim 19 as in claims 17-18, and 20, 
and in claims 21-23 "hardable" is misspelled.) Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through 
an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is required to 
complete the response within a TIME LIMIT of ONE MONTH from the date of this letter or within the time 
remaining in the response period of the last Office action, whichever is longer. NO EXTENSION OF THIS
